THE PULPIT.

A SCHOLARLY SUNDAY SERMON BY
DR. ALVAH S. HOBART

Theme: The Unlisted Asset,

Brooklyn, N. Y.—The Rev. Dr. A.
8. Hobart, of Crozer Seminary,
preached Sunday morning in the Em-
manuel Baptlst Church, Lafayette
avenue and St. James place. His
subject was “The Unlisted Asset,”
and his text was Matthew 22:41-44:
“While the Pharisees were gathered
together Jesus asked them, saying:
‘What think ye of Christ? Whose
son Is He?' They say unto Him, 'The
son of David." He salth unto them,
‘How, then, doth David in spirit call
Him Lord, saying the Lord said unto
my Lord, Sit thou on my right hand,
till T make thine enemies thy foot-
stool. If David then call Him Lord,
how is He his son?" And no man
was able to answer Him a word,
nelther durst any man from that time
forth ask Him any questions."” Dr.
Hobart said:

Sometimes in the summer th= ther-
mometer runs up into the ninetles,
and we call it hot weather, but we
take off our coats and attend to our
business and say to our friends: “This
18 summer, but after all T rather like
summer. I do not see that the sum-
mer i{s to be 80 much dreaded.” And
the next day the thermometer stands
just as it did the day before, but we
are nearly smothered, and we say:
*'I cannot stand it at all. I think this
Is about the worst climate; it is
enough to kill a man.” What is the
difference? The thermometer does
not tell the whole story. Ta-day
there are only sixty degrees of hu-
midity, but yesterday there were nine-
ty. There is a certain unlisted ele-
ment in the weatherthatthethermom-
eter does not make any account of,
but that unlisted element makes all
the difference !n the world. A man
is sleck and his doctor tells that he
has an incurable disease and cannot
live, because the medical records do
not show a single ease of recovery
from that particular disease. Never-
theless the man recovers completely,
and the only way the astonished doe-
tor can account for it Is by saring
that the man had a great fund of in-
exhaustible vitality. 'That vitality is
the unlisted asset in the case.

This ls the idea I have in mind
when I speak to vou concerning the
unlisted asset in Jesus. These people
wanted to know certain things and
He wanted them to belleve certain
things. 'There seemed to be some
doubt as to the Messiah, and Jesus
esked them what sort of a man they
thonght the Messlah was going to be.
“Whose son will He be when He
comes?”™ and they sald. “Why, Da-
vid's son.” Then He egald, “"Have ve
not read the psalm whereln David
sald. The Lord sald unto my Lord?"
In the Jewlsh realm no man would
ever call bis son “Lord."” How was
it? They did not know. They Tound
in the Old Testament Seriptures that
there was an unlisted asset. Now,
history presents a similar problem.
Things have hanpened that we cannot
account for in the ordinarv wav. Be-
fore, or soon after, A. D. 300, the pa-
gan kings of Romae cased to be, and
a confessedly Christian king sat in
the centre of the Romam Emplire.
Now the teachers of that gospel did
not have philosophy like the Romans
or literary culture llke the people of
F.ome or Athens.

They suffered persecution and were
called “"thecff-scouringof the world."”
They had no armies, nor temples, and
vet Inside of 150 years they displaced
the Emperor on his throne by the
Gospel of Jesus Christ. How are you
going to account for that? Somehow
these untralned fishermen, and that
east-out Pharlsee of the Jewlsh eccle-
siastical imstitution, had gone ahead
with the unlisted power and won
these marvelous victories. Something
was there besides, something greater
than a son of David. A humble peas-
ant’s son in Palestine prophesied that
His name should be above everything
and that all the nations of the world
should know it and bow down to fit.
What do we see to-day? Why, the
statesmen of the world are being
guided by the fundamental principles
that that peasant taught. To-day the
philosophers of the world are slough-
inr off all the speculations that are
not in harmony with the fundamental
conceptions and the peasant's ideas
of God. All are admitting that they
must come to the recognition of the
existence of an Infinite source and
personal God who controls all things,
and this i{s the specific statement of
Jesus when He gsaid: “Pray, our
Father, who art in heaven.” Every
statement and every theory of the
goclologlists of this time i{s pre-stated
in the language of the old Jewish
peasant’s son and every great princl-
ple that guides us is stated better by
Him. When you look over the world
you find that where this Gospel has
gone the world has new conceptions
of man. Nowhere else do you find
the conception of man “Iin the image
of God" and standing in all funda-
mental essentials on a common plat-
form. It has given new conceptions
of man's attitude toward God, of his
duty to his fellow man. There was
no conception of international law un-
til Christianity brought it. And this
peasant’'s gon in Palestine prophegied
all this recognition of these prinei-
ples 1800 years before. What are
we to say about that? Ta He more
than a peasant's son or is there some
unlisted element there?

We must look around to find the
cause of this unaccounird for phe-
nomenon of history. We have ex-
heusted the assets of David's son, and
we must find something else. Some
things, it 1s true, can be accounted
for as the son of David, but not all.
The times and the character of Jesus
will account for some, but there is a
large reaidue left that cannot be ac-
counted for that way. Some say,
“Jesus is undoubtedly the pre-emin-
ent teacher of the world. Nobody
ever equaled Him before or since cr
is ever likely to, but,” thev gav,
“Shakespeare was uiadoubtediy the!
highest genius in his lire, and he
went go high that nobady aspires to |
toucn him. Soerpies was a philogo- |
pher, and in hi nnhndy aepires

to take away And so
Jesus in His 10 product of
His day. He ¢ he Jewish
people, a most » In & time |
"m the worlc (% to be so

wicked, and He was 9 splendid reli-
glous genlus and we bow down to
Him pre-eminent in His sphere.”” Wil
it do? We will admit that the cir-
cumstances and times did for Jesus
about all that could be done to make
Him pre-eminent as a moral teacher,
but why did not other people—the
martyrs, the disciples—why didn't
Paul rise to the same pre-emiuence?
No man could lay a finger on Paul's
life and say, “Here is a moral weak-
ness that accounts for 1t."" If Jesys
was no more than a peasant’s son Yie
never could, then or since, have cann-
manded the respect of a single nian
such as He has now. Suppcse a m:an
came from England and wanteid us
to start Spurgeon clubs In every town
in America and worshlp Spurgeon;
or suppose some one wanted us to
start Dlhillips Brooks clubs and be-
come Brooksites, we would say,
“There is a sanitarium over there;
you had better go there.” You see
that {f Jesus were nothlng more than
a pre-eminent son of David He would
be on the same plane with Spurgcon
and Brooks, We wlll honor such
men and take counsel from their wis-
dom, but never bow down Lo them.
And men would never bow down to
and worship Jesus Christ if He were
not something more than a son of
David. *“‘But,” vou say, “that hy-
pothesi- does not account for the fact.

“We admit the mystery, but there
is a certain unlisted element that we
cannot see yet." Let us see what His
apostles say. IPPaul had his own the-
ory when he sald that He was “In the
form of God, vet He made Himsslf
of no reputation and took upon Him
the form of a servant, and was found
in the likeness of the flesh and suf-
fered death, even the death of the
cross.” There is a notlon of pre-ex-
istence. That Is Paul's conception of
the unlisted asset, that pre-existing
glory with God That does not an-
swer the ques..on, but it answess
something. He did whst David never
did. He took on Him our form and
went back to accomplish the finish of
the work. In the Hebrews we read
that He was the “express image' of
Geod and “'by Him all things conslsted
and held together."” So you have the
hypothesis of His being larger than
David's son, who took on Him the
form of David's son. Then we find
Jesus speaking with authority. It
hath been said by men of old time,
do so and so, but I say unto you do so
and so.” Again, "I came down from
My Father, and all authority is given
unto Me and all judgment is given
unto Me that men may honor the Son
as they honor the Father,” and “he
that hath the Father hath the Son:
he that hath not the Son hath not
God.” It does not solve all the mys-
tery, but it tells us of a certaln ele-
ment of divinity about Him which no
son of David ever had.

Then again He says that whosoever
believes and follows Jesus will be
with God. That does not solve the
mystery, but it tells us that so far as
God can teach mankind He teaches
us by His Son Jesus Christ. :

You say: *“I am handicapped, be-
cause people calling themselves
Christians have not Christianity

enough to distinguish them from the
rest of the world.” Confine yourself
to those whom you will recognize as
genuine Christians, those wkhom you
would lke to have pray with you
when you are slck. Ask these people,
“How ia it you have managed to over-
come where others have falled? Fow
is it that you have kept straight for-
ward with a cheerfyl spirit where oth-
ers were dlscouraged? And they
will tell you this: *“Since I believed
in Jesus, a strange inside power has
come to me that has changed my af-
fections, that has opened my eyes,
strengthened my courage, nurged my
virtues, nerved my will and has kept
me steadfastly going toward the ideal
that I regret I have followed so far
away."” I say that such testimony is
the strongest testimony that this Son
of David has an asset of power that
He imparts to His people to give them
victory.

This is the New Testament expla-
nation: He -vas the Son of God and
had in Himself certaln immeasurable
assets of divineness that belonged to
Him, not because He was tne Son of
David, but because He came to be
the Son of David from on high, and
because of that he has a claim 10 our
obedience and worship and
dence.

What sort of a Christ do you want®
You need a saviour. Whes do you
want Him to do? First, to forgive
you. Becond, to purlfy vour heart.
Third, to give you grace. Can ADY-
body do it except it be the Son of
David to come in touch with you, and
the Son of God to have power? I
have spoken these words to you this
morning that you might believe, not
only that Jesus is the Christ, but that
Christ is the Son of the Living God,
and that believing in Him ye also
might have life.
